standing. The scone in court yesterday 
betw een the mother and the tw o boys 
had evidently bad 
a great effect on 
Adry and Lad made bis night sleep­ 
less. 
H is eyes were dull aud heavy 
this morning. 
t 
Erw in began his questioning rough­ 
ly, aud asked Adry about the trouble 
there w as betw een Iii iii and his father 
and Harry. 
“W ere you not crazy on Oct. 7?” he 
asked. 
"W ell, as to 
that,” replied 
Adry, 
“I am rot in a position to answ er.” 
and he laughed as the court ruled the 
question out. 
W ith regard to tho charge that he 
had em bezzled m oney from his father, 
Adry 
adm itted that 
he had 
been 
charged with doing so, by both Harry 
and his father, but he had charged at 
tho tim e that the m oney 
had been 
stolen from bls flat by H arry for the 
purpose of fom enting trouble. On Oct. 
7 he had been requested by his motlier 
to go to her apartm ents and talk the 
m atter over. 
The 
interview w as a 
storm y one. 
H arry had continually 
said: “W hy don’t you give father back 
the m oney?”

| to a place beyond Lake Calhoun, and 
selected tilt* place w here M iss G ing 
; w as to be murdered, aud w hether he 
; had not said to B lixt ‘Frank w ill pro- 
! feet you if these is any trouble.” 
Adry d en ied ‘ever know ing B lixt to 
any extent, and had not w alked a 
i block w ith him. 
T hese questions on th e part of the 
defense indicate a possible purpose of 
settin g up that it w as Adry and not 
H arry who conspired to com m it the 
murder w ith 
B lixt. and the 
much 
talked-of pointed shoe tracks at the 
scene *>f the murder w ere 
m ade by 
Adry. 
The cross-exam ination of Adry 
w as concluded 
a little 
later in the 
m orning. 
H e declared that he had re­ 
ceived no prom ise of protection from 
the state, and that lie had told the 
story upon tile ail vice of Elder S tew ­ 
art, w ho w as h is friend and his a t­ 
torney.

questionably one o f the vt . y fore- 
most men in the r a n k s o f physical 
science. 
Hut original researches 
have been of inestimable value in 
the addition# which they liavo made 
i to tho sum of human knowledge, 


j Therefore when such a man, trained 
| to weigh every item in a subject of 
study with tho utmost care, to scru­ 
tinize every detail, Al verify every 
result and to take nothing for grant­ 
ed, becomes responsible for a report 
like that which he has just made aa 
the result of his investigation of some 
remarkable physical phenomena con­ 
nected with an ignorant Italian peas­ 
ant woman, it becomes a matter of 
profound significance. The investi­ 
gation took place on an island in the 
Mediterranean in the presence of 
Professor Richet, the French psychol- 
ngist, and other scientists under seek* 
iitions which Professor Lodge states 
absolutely precluded all possibility 
of collusion or fraud of any kind. 
Tests were made with scientific appa­ 
ratus, including a dynamometer, and 
a table was lifted by some unaccount­ 
able fates, which was thereby proved 
to be cf an extraordinary character. 
While hundreds of witnesses have 
testified to the phenomena of this 
Mort scientists as a body have always 
Avoided such subjects. She fallibil­ 
ity of human testimony is so great 
that no weight has been attached to 
evidence of the kind. Not only have 
scientists as a class absolutely re­ 
fused until now to investigate the 
phenomena called spiritistic or to 
consider the remotest possibility of 
its occurrence, but the very few who 
have ventured to make themselves 
exceptions to the rule, like Wallace, 
Crook and Zollner, have thereby ma­ 
terially impaired their standing 
among their fellows.

been common so to regard the op­ 
erations of natural phenomena that 
were not understood. Electricity was 
as mysterious two centuries ago as 
this strange force is today, and sav­ 
ages regard the operations of steam 
engines as caused by supernatural 
powers. 
In the changed attitude 
which science now appears to be tak­ 
ing the existence of a force hither­ 
to unknown is acknowledged as dem­ 
onstrated. It has thus become th# 
proper function of science to ascer­ 
tain, if possible, its source, its laws 
and the conditions under which it 
operates, just At *be facts concern­ 
ing electricity have been made 
—Boston Journal.

W ashington, Feb. 12.—N egotiations 
have been opened as .vet only prelim i­ 
nary in nature between our govern­ 
m ent nnd the B ritish em bassador th at 
will, it is said, if they resort In the 
consum m ation of an international a r­ 
bitration treaty, be fraught w ith the 
gravest 
consequences 
so far as the 
United States is concerned.

for it contem plates nothing less than 
a great general treaty to which tile 
United States and all of the great

W ashington, Feb. 9.—The last hope 
of financial legislation for the relief of 
the treasury, a t the present session of 
congress w ent by the board and a 
special session and a bond issue w’ere 
assuerd when the house, by a vote of 
134 to IGI. rejected the adm inistration 
bill to authorize au issue of $500,000,- 
000 gold bonds. 
Tile bill w as beaten 
before it reached Its last parliam entary 
stage. 
This result w as reached after 
'b ree days of spirited aud a t tim es 
heated debate, aud at the end of a 
seven-hour session, from l l until 3:30 
o'clock to-day, when the bill w ith the 
rending substitutes 
w as 
reported to 
the house from the com m ittee of the 
whole, am endm ents were offered iu 
rapid succession, most of which were 
voted down as fast as the}’ w ere of­ 
fered. 
Many of them were desired to 
load 
down the bill, and the 
votes 
thereon were in no sense test votes. 
The Beil am endm ent, for instance, to 
m ake the bonds payable in gold and 
silver, w as defeated by tin* decisive 
vote of 70 to IOO, w hile the bill w as de­ 
feated by 134 to IGI. 
Both th" Heed and Cox substitutes, 
w ith the am endm ents thereto, w ere re­ 
jected afte r the bill w as reported to 
the house. 
The Reed substitute au­ 
thorizing the Issue of coin bonds for 
the replenishm ent of the gold reserve 
and certificates of Indebtedness to de­ 
fray deficiencies iu the revenues was 
lost—109 to 187. 
It w as a party vote, 
save for the fact that seven D em ocrats 
and Cannon of C alifornia voted for it. 
W hen tile question cam e up on tho 
third reading and engrossing of the 
bill, the whole opposition concentrated. 
W hile the vote was beiug taken, which 
resulted in the refusal of the house to 
order the third leading, the interest 
centered in the vote of Mr. Reed. 
H e 
sat quietly in his scat during the first 
caU, and did not answ er to his nam e; 
but on the second call he voted for tho 
bill. 
As son as the result w as a n ­ 
nounced Mr. Reed attem pted to make 
an explanation of the attitu d e of him ­ 
self and those of his colleagues who 
had voted for the bill, but objections 
were made. 
He afterw ard explained, 
however, th at he had subm itted a 
proposition (his own substitute) which 
In* considered would meet the situ a­ 
tion.

W ashington, Feb 12. — By the de­ 
cisive vote of 30 to 23 the senate voted 
to inaugurate the project of laying a 
cable from the Pacific coast to H awaii. 
An am endm ent to the diplom atic aud 
consular appropriation bill w as m ade 
giving $300,000 for beginning work on 
the cable and authorizing the presi­ 
dent to contract for the entire work, 
estim ated to cost $3,000,000. This w as 
the first practical result com ing from 
the 
interm ittent 
H aw aiian 
debate, 
lasting more than a year, and renewed 
w ith intensity tile past week in con­ 
nection w ith the proposed cable. 
The 
debate of the last few days has shown 
th a t the lines of division were practi­ 
cally the sam e as those heretofore ex­ 
isting on all Issues over H aw aii, tho 
Republican senators urging closer re­ 
lationship by cable and ultim ately by 
annexation, the Dem ocratic senators 
as a rule contending against the cable 
or other entangling alliances w ith Ila- 
waii. 
B ut this party division had 
notable exceptions during the debate 
and was em phasized in the final vote. 
Six 
Dem ocratic 
senators—Morgan, 
Gorm an. Hill, Butler, Call and W hite 
—'voted w ith the tw enty-eight Repub­ 
licans and three Populists, constituting 
the m ajority, for the rabic. 
One Re­ 
publican senator — Pettigrew — and 
tw enty-four D em ocrats voted against 
the cable. All absent R epublicans and 
tw o Populists were 
paired 
for the 
proposition. 
The house In com m ittee of the whole, 
by a vote of 124 to 59, voted to place 
individual clerks of m em bers on the 
annual salary roll a t the rate of $100 
per month. These clerks now get $100 
p tr m onth during the session of the 
house. 
The annual attem pt to strike

the appropriation for

service commission w as made, but did 
not assum e a serous phase, and w as 
defeated—32 to 20.

under a house, 
from w here he was dragged out by 
Officer H ealy. 
Nelson died in the pa­ 
trol wagon while being conveyed to 
the county hospital. 
The m atter w as brought before the 
grand ju re of January. 1893, but no 
bill w as returned. 
Tills angered the

Tho following item clipped from the 
Chicago Tribune will be of interest to 
our readers from the fact that Mr.

His 
original researches 
have been of inestimable value in 
tho additions which they have mado 
to the sum of human knowledge. 
Therefore when such a man, trained 
to weijrh every item in a subject of 
study with tho utmost care, to scru­ 
tinize every detail, 
verify every 
result and to take nothing for grant­ 
ed, becomes responsible for a report 
like that which he 1 i.ts just made as 
the result of his investigation of some 
remarkable physical phenomena con­ 
nected with an ignorant Italian peas­ 
ant woman, it becomes a matter of 
profound significance. 
The investi­ 
gation took place on an island in the 
Mediterranean in the presence of 
Professor Richot,the French psychol­ 
ogist, and other scientists under coa­ 
litions which Professor Lodge states 
Absolutely precluded all possibility 
of collusion or fraud of any kind. 
Tests were made with scientific appa­ 
ratus, including a dynamometer, and 
a table was lifted by some unaccount­ 
able force, which was thereby proved 
to l>e of an extraordinary character. 
While hundreds of witnesses have 
testified to the phenomena of this 
HOrt scientists as a body have always 
avoided such subjects. 
Rio fallibil­ 
ity of human testimony is so great 
that no weight has been attached to 
evidence of the kind. Not only have 
scientists as a class absolutely re­ 
fused until now to investigate the 
phenomena called spiritistic or to 
consider tbe remotest possibility of 
its occurrence, but the very few who 
have ventured to muko themselves 
exceptions to the rule, like Wallace, 
Crook and Zollner, have thereby ma­

Professor 
Lodge’s report now 
places tho subject upon a different 
basis. 
It would be difficult to im­ 
peach tho evidence of a man like 
him, re-enforced as it is by the tes­ 
timony of other scientists of high 
repute. 
This result, however, can 
hardly be regarded in tho light of a 
concession to tho claims of modern 
spiritualism. 
Simply because the 
source of a force is unknown con­ 
stitutes no reason for ascribing it to 
the work of “ spirits” or other su­ 
pernatural agencies. 
It has always 
been common so to regard the op­ 
erations of natural phenomena tliat 
were not understood. Electricity was 
as mysterious two centuries ago as 
this strango force is today, and saT. 
ages regard the operations of steam 
engines as caused by sui>ernatural 
powers. 
In the changed attitude 
which science now appears to be tak­ 
ing the existence of a force hither­ 
to unknown is acknowledged as dem­ 
onstrated. It has thus become the 
proi>er function of science to ascer­ 
tain, if possible, its source, its laws 
and the conditions under which it 
operates, just as tho facts concern­ 
ing electricity have been made clear.

The Bell amendment, for instance, to 
make the bonds payable in gold and 
silver, was defeated by tin* decisive 
vote of 76 to lot), while the bill was <lo- 
feated l*y 134 to 161. 
Both th** Reed and Cox substitutes, 
with the amendments thereto, were re­ 
jected after the bill was rejKirted to 
the house. 
The Reed substitute 11 u- 
thorizing the Issue of coin bonds for 
the replenishment of the gold reserve 
and certificates of indebtedness to de­

Washington. Feb 12. — By the de­ 
cisive vote of 36 to 25 the senate voted 
to Inaugurate the project of laying a 
cable from the Pacific coast to Hawaii. 
An amendment to the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation hill was made 
giving $5oo,<hh) for beginning work 011 
the cable and authorizing the presi­ 
dent to contract for the entire work, 
estimated to cost $3,000,000. This was 
the first practical result coming from 
the 
intermittent 
Hawaiian 
debate, 
lasting more than a year, and renewed 
with intensity the past week In con­ 
nection with tlu* proposal cable. 
The 
debate of the last few days has shown 
that the lines of division were practi­ 
cally the same ns those heretofore ex­ 
isting 011 all Issues over Hawaii, tho 
Republican senators urging closer re­ 
lationship by cable and ultimately by 
annexation, the Democratic senators 
as a rule contending against the cable 
or other entangling alliances with Ha­ 
waii. 
But this party division had 
notable exceptions during the debate 
and was emphasized in the final vote. 
Six 
Democratic 
senators—Morgan, 
Gorman, 11111, Butler, Call and White 
—voted with the twenty-eight Repub­ 
licans and three Populists, constituting 
the majority, for the cable. 
One Re­ 
publican senator — Pettigrew — and 
twenty-four Democrats voted against 
the cable. All absent Republicans and 
two Populists were 
paired 
for the 
proposition. 
The house in committee of tho whole, 
by a vote of 124 to 59, voted to place 
individual clerks of members on the 
annual salary roll at the rate of $100 
per month. These clerks now get $bn> 
ptr month during the session of the 
house. 
The annual attempt to strike 
out 
the appropriation for 
the civil 
service commission was made, hut did 
not assume a serous phase, and was 
defeated—32 to 20. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—In the senate 
most of the day was spent on tlio 
postoffice bill, a spirited contest being 
made against tlio senate amendment 
giving the postmaster general discre­ 
tion in expending $3,200,000 for rail­ 
way postal routes. There is such free, 
dom of debate in the senate that Mr. 
Allen branched off into an elaborate 
presentation of the alleged frauds in 
the late Alabama election. 
Mr. Allen 
presented tables supported by affida­

The only one of the four entitled to 
the protection of tlio United States is 
William T. Seward. 
As yet no date 
has been set for the executions.

military court since the departure of 
the Australia was that of V. X. Aslt 
ford.

Nelson had been celebrating the com* 
ing holiday for the greater part of the 
night preceding Christmas, and when 
he started for his home he met Officers 
Moran and Healy, and w' 
1 them en­ 
tered a saloon for the purpose of get­ 
ting a drink. The three men hnd sev­ 
eral drinks, and one of the officers In­ 
sisted that Nelson buy more. 
Ho re­ 
fused. and was placed under arrest by 
one of the officers, both of whom were 
under the influence of liquor. 
Nelson 
broke away and ran toward his home, 
followed by both officers, firing at him. 
One of the bullets wounded him fatal­ 
ly, and he crawled 
under a house, 
front where lie was dragged out by 
Officer Healy. 
Nelson died in the pi- 
| trol wagon while being conveyed to 
the county hospital. 
The matter was brought before the 
grand juiw of January. 1893, but 110 
bill was returned.

The second time an in­

The construction of this 
bridge is said to be the first move to­ 
wards the extension of the G reat 
N orthern from Fosston to D uluth. It 
is said that when this is accomplished 
the Brainerd and N orthern will be­ 
come a part of the G reat N orthern 
system .- Minneapolis Tribune.
